After the decease of Mr. John Dickey, the author of this 
Genealogy, in Leominster, July 25th, 1894, his widow placed 
the manuscript of this volume in the hands of the publish- 
ers for the purpose of placing before members of the family 
and others interested, the very valuable material which had 
been collected by him after much labor and painstaking 
research, that it might not be lost to future generations and 
all might share alike the fruits of his labor.

That the work has been exceedingly difficult can be easily 
realized when it is stated that several hundred letters to 
descendants of the family have been returned unanswered. 
To those who have responded are due the many facts and 
dates of later years herein contained. No claim is made, of 
course, that such data are complete. The untimely death of 
Mr. Dickey has made completeness practically impossible. 
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The publishers believe, however, that the record as compiled 
by Mr. Dickey himself will be found invaluable. 

Unavoidable delays have occurred from various causes 
which have postponed the issuing of the work several 
months, but we trust its reception will be none the less 
welcome. 

Our thanks are especially due to Miss Martha J. Boyd of 
Londonderry, N. H. ; to C. K. Gilchrist of Salt Lake City, 
'Utah; to Miss M. W. Griffin of Thornton's Ferry, N. H., and 
to R. S. Robertson of Fort Wayne, Ind., for assistance 
rendered, as well as to many others who have shown a 
sincere interest in the work.

PREFACE. 



It was not my purpose originally to compile a history for 
publication, but to learn, if possible, more of the descend- 
ants of my great grandfather, Samuel Dickey, than I had 
previously been permitted to know. Meeting with unex- 
pected success in that direction, it occurred to me that the 
record would be far from complete unless the families of 
his brother Elias and sister Elisabeth were included. Thus 
the purpose has >een to trace all the descendants from 
William down to the time of writing. It is not prompted 
especially by a sense of pride in the number of illustrious 
characters brought into notice ; for in that respect it may 
not excel most of its contemporaries. But there are few 
persons possessing an ordinary desire for investigation who 
are not anxious to know something of their ancestry or of 
those connected with them by a common line of descent. 

This history includes the genealogy of the female branches 
equally with the male, though it is much more difficult to 
trace the line of the former, for obvious reasons. It would 
seem to be, however, but half a history were the female 
progeny omitted. In some instances, in the case of both 
sexes, where it seemed quite probable that descendants 
were living, it was impossible to find them. The imperfect 
condition of the older public records relating to family 
statistics, as well as the complete lack of interest regarding 
such matters in many families, makes it doubly hard to 
gather the requisite material. But the author desires 
to state with thankful acknowledgments that, mainly, his

inquiries, through the many hundreds of letters he has 
written, have brought prompt and hearty responses. 

It is impossible to acknowledge each individual instance 
of assistance kindly rendered by others in gathering the 
material for this volume, and few comparatively will be 
mentioned.

The work of compiling such a history as this is not one 
of profit, — it brings the author no wealth ; but the belief 
that its contents will not fail to furnish hundreds of readers 
a fair measure of entertaining and useful knowledge, gives 
him encouragement to send it with all its imperfections on 
its way. 

I have followed the Slafter system, so called, in the 
arrangement, placing each generation 3d, 4th, sth, etc., by 
itself, with reference numbers showing where to find the 
children or members of the generation following or past, 
provided anything more is to be said than to give dates of 
birth, marriage and death, — otherwise their names are not 
repeated. 

Every female, whether married or unmarried, is men- 
tioned only in her original or maiden name, Jier future name 
may be at once determined by that of her husband. Con- 
sequently the generations are traced, in the headings to 
each family, thus: 1084 Edward' P. Keach (896), (Mary 
McNeil, Parker' McNeil, Martha'' Parker, Nancy"" Dickey, 
Samuel,' William'). In this relation as in every part of the 
history, the females are mentioned only by the original 
name. 

The abbreviations are such as are found in most family 
histories: the letter b, for born, m, for married, d. for died, 
and res, for reside or resided. 

The Index will be found sufficiently ample; all persons 
who are numbered and all who have married into the 
family, male or female, are arranged in alphabetical order : 
Index I, all who bear the name of Dickey in the history ; 
Index II, the names of all descendants of SamueP bearing 
other names than that of Dickey, and all who married into 
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the families ; Index III, all the descendants of Elias bearing 
other than the Dickey name and those connected by mar- 
riage; Index IV, all the descendants of Elisabeth and mar- 
ried connections. Thus there can be no difficulty in finding 
any name desired in the body of the book by referring to 
the numbers in the Index.

DICKEY GENEALOGY. 



I. William* Dickey and his wife, Elisabeth, were the 
immigrant ancestors of all whose genealogies are recorded in 
this volume. It is much to be regretted that the exact date 
of their landing on these shores cannot be ascertained. It 
must have been prior to 1730, possibly five years earlier. 
They came from the north of Ireland, bringing with them 
their three children, Samuel', Elias' and Elisabeth* — the 
" three Dickeys " furnishing the title to this book, — and 
located in the westerly part of Londonderry, N. H., near a 
small stream known as " Todd's brook." William died Oct. 
9, 1743, aged*- 60; Elisabeth died Oct. 21, 1748, aged 70. 
Each of their graves is marked by a respectable slab in the 
old " hill graveyard " in Londonderry. 

Tradition informs us that they left their eldest son, named 
William*, who was unmarried, wealthy and influential, in 
the land from whence they came, but we have no authentic 
history of him. 

William* Dickey was one of a considerable number of the 
same surname who crossed the water to find homes on this 
side, some of them locating in Londonderry, N. H., others 
in different parts of the country, notably in Pennsylvania, 
and probably some families in the British Provinces, and 
were it possible to trace the genealogy of each back a few 
generations, there is some reason to believe they would con- 
verge to a common head. It is a fact that all, so far as the 
writer is informed, claimed to be Scotch-Irish, and it is as- 
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serted that the Dickeys of the north of Ireland were families 
of influence in public affairs, that streets, fords, public halls, 
etc., were designated as memorials of the name. The 
writer, however, has found it sufl&cient for him to confine 
his researches to the descendants, male and female, of Wil- 
liam Dickey. 

The colony of Scotch-Irish Presbyterians with whom 
William Dickey and his family united upon coming to 
this country, had commenced a settlement in London- 
derry, N. H., in 1 7 19. The change was made from the old 
country to the new that they might enjoy a larger measure 
of religious liberty than papal and prelatic rule had allowed 
them. The newcomers were of the same nationality and 
the same religious faith, and it is easy to believe that all 
were descendants of those staunch and dauntless men who 
had joined themselves to the " covenant," as set forth in a 
paper drawn up by the Presbyterian General Assembly of 
Scotland in 1581 and renewed in 1638, which, in its declara- 
tion, discarded popery and many forms of the Episcopal 
church, as then existing, and was signed almost universally 
by the Scotch people. By this act they wer6 called **Cove. 
nanters." They were the "true blue" Presbyterians, so 
called from the blue gown and broad blue bonnet worn by 
the clergy, which distinguished them from the Episcopalian 
clergy, who invariably wore the black. 

In the years subsequent to 1601, by invitation of the 
English government, large numbers of the Scotch people 
came across the channel and settled most of the nine north- 
ern counties of Ireland. Their neighbors in other parts of 
the island were bitter Catholics and looked upon the Scotch 
Protestants, who had settled near by, with intense hatred; 
and it is, perhaps, needless to say that the families cf these 
antagonistic races did not affiliate socially, religiously or 
politically. Their dislikes and incongruities made a wall as 
high as heaven, preventing marital relations, or the inter- 
mingling of racial blood. 
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Not even a brief recital of the privations, sufferings and 
insults endured by these Protestant people, not only from 
the Celtic Irish, as such, but from the officers of the crown, 
led on by Charles II, and afterwards by James II, both 
bigoted Catholics, and culminating in the dethronement of 
the latter and the accession of William and Mary, can be 
given here. A complete history of their wrongs, their 
struggles and their victory should be read, however, by 
every one interested in the Scotch-Irish race* 

They were a people made up,_ physically, of stem mate- 
rial, seldom shrinking or wavering in view of difficulties ; 
brave, sturdy, strong, of unbending rectitude, and jealous of 
their rights ; and in addition to these sterling qualities, and 
towering above them, we find that spirit of righteous inde- 
pendence that would not quail before oppressors nor wor- 
ship at any shrine of mere forms and ceremonies, that 
refused to obey the dictates of papacy, or to shape their 
creed in accordance with any lifeless ritual. Of such were 
the common ancestors of the families recorded in this 
history. 

Note. — The foregoing represents the first generation. At this point the history 
will branch into three parts. Part I will give the history of Samuel^ Dickey and his 
descendants. Part II will give the hbtory of Elias* Dickey and his descendants. 
Part III will give the history of Elisabeth* Dickey and her descendants. 
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PART I. 

Samuel Dickey and His Descendants. 



SECOND GENERATION. 

2. Samuel* Dickey (William^) was doubtless the eldest 
of William* Dicke/s children who came to this country. 
Although the date of his birth has not been preserved, 
circumstances go to show that he was well advanced 
toward manhood, and had possibly reached the age of 21 
when he first saw the hills of Londonderry, In 1732 he 
married Martha Taylor, who died Oct. 15, 1775, aged 71, 
who was the mother of all his children. He settled on a 
farm in Londonderry that had been laid out six years before 
to Gov. Wentworth. It was located on the southerly side 
of "Moose hill," and the choice of this spot showed his 
superior judgment, as it was, for beauty of situation and 
fertility of soil, equal to any in all that region, if not supe- 
rior. The farm has ever since been well tilled, and is now 
in possession of his descendants. 

" He was distinguished for his Herculean strength, it be- 
ing equal to that of two ordinary men." His great physical 
ability evidently gave him a taste for pioneer life, where he 
could wield heavy blows and have the satisfaction of noting 
gjeat changes in a comparatively short space of time. To 
gratify this propensity, after subduing the native forest and 
bringing his large farm to a good state of productiveness, 
he disposed of his real estate in Londonderry to his two 
sons, Adam and Robert. Adam's deed is dated in 1764 
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and Robert's in 1765, each coming in possession of about 
half the original farm. 

In 1766 he, with sixteen others, all of Londonderry, with 
the exception of his brother-in-law, John Hall of Derryfield, 
and his son-in-law, James Betton of Windham, purchased a 
tract of country in "the Society Land," so called (now Green- 
field, N, H.), containing " five thousand acres, except only 
one thousand acres which I have reserved next to Peter- 
borough line." The deed was given by Thomas Wallingford 
of Somersworth, N. H., for the consideration of "200 
pounds sterling money." He removed to this hitherto 
unoccupied region probably soon after his wife's death in 
1775, as his son-in-law, Capt. Alexander Parker, settled 
there in 1771. While in this locality he married, second, 
a Mrs. Parker, whose history has never been learned. The 
date of his death is not known, but it evidently took place 
prior to 1 78 1, in which year his possessions are quit-claimed 
by his heirs.

12. Elisabeth' (3) Dickey^ {Samuel\ William'), eldest 
child of Samuel Dickey, was born May 27, 1733. She mar- 
ried James Betton, who came from Scotland, where he was 
born in 1728, and settled in Windham, N. H., at some time 
previous to 1753, where they always resided. She was a

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woman of strong and well disciplined mind, and left the im* 
press of a sturdy Christian character, on those who came 
after her. Her husband was held in high estimation by his 
fellow citizens, and exhibited more than ordinary capacity 
for the management of public affairs. ** He was a farmer, 
surveyor and auctioneer.'* He was twice a member of the 
Board of Selectmen, presided at twenty town meetings, was 
elected to represent the town in the state Congress at Exe- 
ter in 1775, and continued to fill the office each successive 
year, with one exception, through the stormy days of the 
Revolution, and several years thereafter. His whole serv- 
ice as delegate to the state Congress and member of the 
Legislature included thirteen years. During this time he 
was placed on several important committees necessitated by 
the excited state of the colony at the commencement of and 
during the Revolution. On these committees he shared the 
duties and responsibilities of some of the ablest of the patri- 
otic men of New Hampshire. 

June 19, 1776, he was designated, in connection with 
Benjamin Giles, by the Provincial Congress to receive out 
of the colony treasury a considerable sum of money and 
transport the same to Albany, N. Y., ** for the support of 
our said forces.'* 

Dec. 27, 1776, he carried letters to the New Hampshire 
delegates then in Congress at Philadelphia, and was also 
sent by the General Court as an agent to solicit money for 
fitting out troops and for other purposes. 

Feb. 8, 1777, the Continental treasurer sent by James 
Betton of Windham and William Gregg of Londonderry 
Continental loan office certificates, "amounting to one 
hundred and seventy-one thousand and one hundred dol- 
lars,** from Baltimore to Meshuh Weare, president of the 
Council of the state of New Hampshire. In addition to this 
he at the same time conveyed packages, by the order of 
President John Hancock, to Philadelphia, Hartford and Bos- 
ton. This conveyance by means of " waggons,** with the 
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imperfect state of the roads then existing and the excited 
condition of the country, was not only arduous, but delicate 
and responsible. His public service ended in 1793, that be- 
ing the last year of his membership in the Legislature. 
The remaining ten years of his life were spent on his farm in 
Windham. He died March 18, 1803 ; she died Oct. 9, 1802.

23. Adam' (6) Dickey (SamueP, William^) was bom in 
Londonderry April 11, 1740. He possessed considerable 
literary taste, and although deprived of any advantages of 
schooling, he obtained by reading and observation an edu- 
cation much superior to that of ordinary young men of his 
time. Part of his early life was devoted to teaching in the 
public schools, and his qualification* is attested by certifi- 
cates still to be found given by authorities in the then prov- 
ince of Maine. Aside from his scholarly attainments, he 
was genial and social in his nature, and made many warm 
friends within the circle of his acquaintance. He married, 
Dec. 26, 1765, Jane Nahor of Litchfield, N. H. She is 
spoken of by a grand-daughter, now living (1890), as a lady 
of much refinement, greatly esteemed for her elevated 
Christian character and personal charms. In conversation 
she appears to have been a worthy mate to her estimable 
husband. 

They settled on that part of his father's farm now occu- 
pied by the heirs of the late Joseph Dickey in Londonderry, 
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but in 1 77 1 removed to Bedford, N. H., a town settled 
largely by former citizens of Londonderry, where he was 
evidently held in respect by his fellow citizens. He served 
seven years as one of the Selectmen, and was elected to the 
ofl&ce of town clerk, but declined the honor. 

In 1797 or 1798 they removed to Corinth, Vt, where they 
resided until about 1808, when they returned to Bedford. 
During their stay in Vermont his finances had become 
somewhat diminished, and they lived subsequently at the 
home of their daughter, Mrs. Patten, where Mrs. Dickey 
died June 13, 1815. 

At this time, being 75 years of age, he seems to have 
relinquished active labor. His diary, now in existence, 
shows that during the next year and a half, mounted on his 
faithful horse, he made a friendly call on most of his known 
relatives in New England. The record shows that his 
travels extended as far east as Belfast, Me., to Centre Har- 
bor, N. H., and Corinth, Vt. His winning manners and 
entertaining conversation secured for him a kind reception 
everywhere. 

Feb. 6, 1 8 17, after his return to Bedford, he went to the 
house of his nephew, Capt. Joseph Dickey, in Londonderry, 
where he became ill, and was kindly cared for until his 
death, June 17th of the same year.

17, 1742, was a deaf-mute. She possessed, however, an 
acute intellect, and was a great favorite in the household. 
Her ingenuity cropped out in various articles of handiwork. 
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in which she displayed rare taste and skill. One of her 
feats was the contrivance of a nice little machine for grind- 
ing tobacco into snuff, which, in that snuff-taking age, was 
considered an invention of no ordinary merit. She was also 
skillful at the wheel and loom, especially the latter. Weav- 
ing the finest "table linen** was a delightful employment, 
but her forte was making flowered bedspreads or ** cover- 
lids," as they were then called. The larger part of her life 
was spent at the old home in Londonderry, but she died at 
New Boston, N. H., June, 1 8 1 1 , presumably at the house of 
one of her sisters. 

30. Nancy' (8) Dickey (SamueP, William'), born June 2, 
1744, married Alexander Parker of Litchfield, N. H. His 
father was an emigrant from the old country to Dunstable, 
N. H., now Nashua. Soon after their marriage they re- 
moved to Society Land, an unorganized tract in Hills- 
boro county, N. H., where he is believed to have struck 
the first blow towards subduing the native forest in that 
part now known as Greenfield. This settlement was doubt- 
less made on the tract deeded in 1 766 by Thomas Walling- 
ford to Samue? Dickey (Mrs. Parker's father) and sixteen 
others. For a long time he was the leading spirit in this 
locality, inviting new settlers to establish homes, planning 
for the welfare of the settlement, urging on improvements, 
and directing public affairs. He was one of the first peti- 
tioners before the Legislature of 1790 for an act of incor- 
poration, which by persistent effort was accomplished at the 
session of 1791. For ^ those days he was a man of wealthy 
paying a larger tax than any of his fellow townsmen. He 
was for many years one of the Selectmen and collector of 
taxes, and evidently a man of commanding influence 
throughout the new settlement in which he had cast his 
fortunes. 

Four years after he was fairly located in his future home, 
at the call of his country, he enlisted in the Revolutionary 
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army. This was about the first of July, 1775. He con- 
tinued in the army a year and a half at least, and held 
the position of corporal in his company. He was always 
afterward known as Captain Parker. In his old age, hav- 
ing become in some measure dependent, he went to live 
with his son, David, in Antrim, N. H., where he died about 
181 5, aged, as nearly as can be ascertained, 87. The house 
where they resided in Greenfield was burned a few years 
ago. 

She, Nancy (Dickey) Parker, was a lively, heroic Christian 
woman. She was a true helpmeet. 

A robust constitution was an indispensable requisite in 
buffeting the waves of adversity and hardship which the 
new settler must necessarily encounter, and this she pos- 
sessed almost to perfection. As her grand-daughter tersely 
observes, "she could reap more than any man they could 
employ." But her worth did not consist wholly or mainly 
in her muscular strength. Although her educational priv- 
ileges had been meagre indeed, she was a close observer 
and had obtained a large practical knowledge of affairs. It 
is related, on good authority, that for many years after com- 
ing to Society Land she computed the taxes, kept a record 
of the same, and issued the bills ; and, in fact, was a practi- 
cal guide to the Selectmen in all that part of their work that 
required scholarship. Into all her labors she carried a 
cheerful disposition and a courageous spirit. Her fun-lov- 
ing nature is well illustrated by a little anecdote that has 
come down through several generations, and is well worth 
repeating : The tea-kettle by some accident had emptied a 
part of its boiling hot contents on her face. Having heard 
that molasses was good for a burn, she quickly took a piece 
of paper and, cutting apertures to accommodate the various 
senses of seeing, smelling and tasting, spread the inside 
with the salvy liquid and applied it to her face. Just as 
she had accomplished this little medico-surgical operation, a 
stranger called to inquire the way to some given point, and 
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she came to the door in her usual way to greet the caller, 
but her visage had such an unearthly look that he took to 
his heels as fast as nature would permit, not waiting for the 
information he was so eager to obtain and she so willing to 
give. Her hearty merriment over such an incident as this 
illustrated the fact that she was at her best when perpetrat- 
ing a good joke. Her life was one of incessant toil, but 
her happy temperament, cheerful disposition and Chris- 
tian trust kept her above the trials that lay in her path, and 
cr.eated around her an atmosphere of cheer that was felt 
amongst her friends and neighbors as well as in her own 
family. After her husband's death she resided with her 
children in Antrim and Hillsboro, N. H. ; the last two 
months being spent at the home of her grandson, Alexander 
Parker, in Antrim, whose wife, a noble-hearted, sympathiz- 
ing woman, bestowed upon her the utmost affection, caring 
tenderly for all her wants to the end. She died Aug. 30, 
1828. She had always been healthy, active and useful, and 
retained her mental faculties to the last. She was laid away 
(as her grand-daughter writes) "in the northwest comer of a 
large field belonging to the Parker home" in Antrim.

H. She is spoken of in the history of that town as a "kind- 
hearted woman who, having no children of her own, loved 
those of other parents, and took great pleasure in caring for 
the orphan and needy." 

Among the orphan boys whom she trained for future use- 
fulness were Ninian Clark Betton, who became a prominent 
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lawyer in Boston; John Cochran, a grandson of the emigrant 
settler of Windham, N. H., of the same name, who grew to 
be a highly respected and useful citizen of New Boston, and 
Robert Wason, subsequently an elder in the Presbyterian 
Church in the same town. Both herself and husband were 
valued members of the Presbyterian Church for many years. 
He died April 29, 1812, aged 68; she died Jan. i, 1827. 

38. Robert' (10) Dickey {Samuel^, WillianC\ bom Feb. 
10, 1748, was a man of uncommon strength of limb, and in 
those days when athletic exercises, running, jumping, wrest- 
ling, and the various trials of muscular strength were so 
prominently brought into action, he excited the envy of the 
whole neighborhood by his stupendous power and energy as 
an athlete. But his love for a frequent display of the 
*' manly art" did not prevent him from attending dili- 
gently to his domestic affairs, or to the duties of a good 
citizen. 

June 10, 1776, he married Hannah Woodburn, daughter 
of John and Mary (Taggart) Woodburn, who had emigrated 
from Ireland to Londonderry at some time previous to 1725; 
the latter, Mary Taggart, having for some time resided in 
the family of Rev. James McGregor, the first minister in 
the newly settled parish. 

They settled on the southerly half of his father's farm, 
which was deeded to him in 1765. He was a practical and 
thorough-going farmer, never afraid of hard work, or spar- 
ing of the strength that nature had so lavishly supplied him. 

The quaint old house in which they resided and which he 
built, or largely reconstructed, is well remembered by some 
persons now living. Its "gambrel" roof, ceiled walls, 
wooden door-latches, granite hearth and ample fire-place 
gave it an interesting and unique appearance to the younger 
class of visitors, even two-thirds of a century ago. But 
these .did not detract from the comfort or enjoyment of the 
large family raised and nurtured within its walls. The 
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location was well chosen, situated, as it was, in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of a never-failing spring of soft water, 
from which were procured all the household supplies, and, 
so long as the house was occupied, the premises were never 
defaced by a pump or a well. It was retired a short dis- 
tance from the highway on which was formerly a post-route 
from Amherst on the west to Exeter and Portsmouth on 
the east, then the largest of the towns of New Hampshire, 
and Post-rider Bartlett was accustomed, with much regu- 
larity, to ride in through the short lane and leave the 
'^Farmer's Cabinet'' or the ^' Ports^nouth Gazette^' and could 
scarcely leave the place without some substantial reminder 
of the generosity of his patrons. On the north and west it 
was protected from the chilling winds by the crest of 
** Moose hill," skirted on either side by the primeval for- 
est of oak and of pine, yet open to the kindly, invigorating 
rays of the sUn from morning till night. Although the 
parents were sober, thoughtful people, it is firmly believed 
that few homes could be found where the inmates, consist- 
ing of six stalwart boys and five healthy, intelligent girls, 
were more jovial and happy, or where more hearty merri- 
ment was experienced, than in that broad, homely kitchen 
and around the grand old fire-place, whose devouring flames 
never called in vain for fuel. The kitchen was fortunately 
large, and answered conveniently as a room for cooking and 
washing as well as for dining, and was always thought 
good enough for the reception of strangers. Each of the 
parents had a large circle of relatives, and both were famous 
for their hospitality, consequently their house was a natural 
focus for visitors at all seasons, who invariably found an abun- 
dance of rare good cheer and food enough and to spare, though 
it might be of the plainer sort. The house above mentioned, 
that had been the domicile of three generations, took fire Feb. 
6, 1839, and burned to ashes, with a large portion of its over- 
flowing contents. It was then occupied by Capt. Joseph 
Dickey and family, the aged mother still living with them. 
3 
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She (wife of Robert Dickey), though not large in stature, 
had a firm, tenacious constitution that never shrank from 
hardship and scarcely ever yielded to disease. At that day 
the wearing apparel of both sexes, whether of wool, cotton 
or flax, was spun from the raw material, woven into cloth 
at home and dressed at the mill, or, more often, worn as it 
came from the hand-loom of the house. Beside the exact- 
ing duties common to the household, she kept her wheel or 
loom in constant operation, and insisted that her daughters 
should not be exempt from learning the same trade and 
practicing on the same instruments, and when all the spin- 
ning-wheels were buzzing off their knots and skeins and 
each whack-whack of the ponderous loom marked a new 
throw of the darting shuttle, the scene would be one of 
novelty and not without its attractions, but it was also 
laborious and wearisome. She believed, however, that labor 
was honorable, and that if one would not work, neither 
should he eat, and her practice, as applied to both sexes, 
conformed to her belief. Religiously, she was educated in 
the school of Scotch Presbyterianism, and so thoroughly 
had she studied the doctrines of that church that she could 
easily repeat from memory both the shorter and larger cat- 
echisms, together with the Scripture references, and a large 
part of the Confession of Faith. The fourteenth and 
fifteenth chapters of John's Gospel were as familiar in 
her memory as the Lord's prayer, as were many other 
portions of the Scriptures. Indeed, the Bible, in connec- 
tion with some other religious books, was a constant study 
when pressing duties did not call her in other directions, 
and in the defense of her chosen belief against the intrusion 
of heresies, she was fortified on every hand. The novice 
who came to dispute had better staid away, for any errone- 
ous statement would be quickly exposed by a volley of quo- 
tations from Scripture that would at once place him in an 
unenviable, if not awkward, position; but the sincere in- 
quirer found large encouragement and positive help. The

learned Dr. Dana, a former president of Dartmouth College, 
but for some time minister of the parish, acknowledged that 
to him her counsel in sacred things was of great value. 
Her religion was of a positive nature and not a negative 
faith. At the death of her husband she assumed his place 
at the head of the table, and invariably led in the ordinary 
devotional exercises before and after meals. Her read- 
ing was not extensive, but thorough. Young's ** Night 
Thoughts," Milton's ** Paradise Lost," and Bunyan's "Pil- 
grim's Progress " were her most familiar- literature, aside 
from the Bible, and much of their contents could be re- 
peated at any time. She had in herself a rare combination 
of fitness and disposition for manual labor and at the same 
time an intense interest in the higher class of intellectual 
culture. She lived forty years after her husband's decease, 
and died July 12, 1845, aged 92, retaining her remarkable 
faculties nearly to the last. 

The ages of her eleven children aggregated 881 years. 
At her decease she left ten of them living with families, and 
grandchildren to the number of forty-two. He died June 
19, 1805.

2, 1773, John Cochran of New Boston, N. H., where they 
always lived. 
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The following note, written by her grand-daughter, now 
(1892) living, gives a true picture of her life of toil and 
hardship and the positive relief she must have obtained 
from her love of fun and social enjoyment : ** Her last years 
were spent with my mother. She was a woman of great 
energy and endurance; keen-witted, sharp in conversation, a 
great joker, and withal an incessant worker. I have heard 
her say she had many a time risen early, to weave all the 
forenoon, and after dinner mount a horse, with a baby in 
her arms, and a web of cloth behind her, and ride to Haver- 
hill or Newburyport, a distance of more than forty miles, 
sell her linen, taking her pay in Continental money, and 
return the next day. I have now some silver spoons she 
received in exchange for home-made goods on one of those 
trips. I have, also, linen that she spun and wove as well 
as some that was manufactured by my mother. They did 
much of the spinning and weaving for the neighborhood, 
taking sewing and knitting in return. Rev. E. P. Bradford, 
forty years the minister in New Boston, lived in the neigh- 
borhood not far away, and being a man of superior scholar- 
ship, dignity and character, and located in a rural township, 
his home was considered a good place for wild students to 
study and rusticate. Many times his own large family was 
increased by the addition of numerous students for months 
at a time. Grandmother would manage to spare a day 
about every week, going in the morning, and " Now, for 
your mending; bring it all ! " would be her order, and she 
would patch and dam till night. Mrs. Bradford said she 
could never have kept her family in decent condition but 
for her kindness ; and it was kindness, for she would never 
take any pay. An incident, showing her love of fun and 
frolic, I have often heard her tell. One winter day she had 
been very busy coloring for a web of woolen. She was 
dressed, as was customary when about such work, in "short 
gown and petticoat." Just at night she heard a voice, and 
looking out saw an ox-sled stopped in the road near by full 
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of people, whom she readily recognized as living a mile and 
a half away. Throwing a light blanket over her head, she 
went out, supposing they were going to stop, but they said 
no, and she stepped on the sled out of the snow to hear 
their plans. They were going to have a party three miles 
beyond and wanted her to go. She was too busy and 
couldn't, but they would not take no for an answer, and 
started the oxen at full speed so that she was unable to get 
off the sled, covering her at the same time with their wraps. 
They stopped at the next neighbor's, telling her they would 
wait and let her borrow a dress, but she said no, they had 
taken her that way and she should stay so, and she did. 
They had a gfreat supper and danced haK the night. She 
made everybody merry with her jokes and comical appear- 
ance, and didn't get home "till morning." 

She was a careful housewife and fond mother, doing and 
giving much outside, but never neglecting those who were 
the more immediate objects of her care. When called upon 
to assist her husband in the field, or to pick berries on the 
rugged hill-side, she invariably kept her children by her 
side for fear the Indians, who, at that time, were often seen 
lurking around in the darkness, might steal them in her ab- 
sence. Her life was of great length, but busy and useful 
and honored as it was long. She died March i6, 1843, aged 
92. 

Her husband, John Cochran, was the son of Nathaniel 
and Jael (Martin) Cochran, and grandson of John, who 
came from the north of Ireland about 171 7, bringing with 
him Nathaniel, then about three years old, landing at Bruns- 
wick, Me. 

John Cochran was bom on Noddle's island, now East 
Boston, in 1745. Soon after his birth his father removed to 
Londonderry, N. H., and in 1755 to New Boston, which con- 
tained at that time less than sixty persons, all told. He 
grew up to be a staunch, intelligent and upright citizen, 
honored for many years with the offices of justice of the 
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peace, town clerk, and selectman. At the breaking out of 
the Revolutionry war, in the prime of his manhood, he took 
a firm stand on the side of the patriots and made his power 
felt in opposing Toryism in all its forms. He died June 8, 
1805.

He was the son of Samuel 
and grand-son of John Patten, who came from the north of 
Ireland and settled in Bedford in 1738, ten years after com- 
ing to this country. The husband of Mary' Dickey was a 
worthy son of his energetic and public-spirited ancestors. 
He was a farmer, and made himself useful in several official 
positions in the town, including that of constable, for which 
his splendid physique, stentorian voice and authoritative 
manner peculiarly fitted him. He believed in the strictest 
kind of honesty and in giving every man his exact due, and 
was at the same time jealous of his own rights. The fol- 
lowing anecdote is a characteristic illustration ; He observed 
one of his neighbors passing his house with a cart-load of 
pitch-pine knots and stumps that were universally used for 
lighting up the kitchen from the huge fire-places then in 
use, and suspecting it came from some of his own outlands, 
he called a halt and inquired in plain words where he got 
his pine. After a little parrying the man acknowledged 
that it came from Patten^s land, but pleaded that pine was 
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plenty and no harm in taking it. But, Mr. P.*s manner in- 
creasing in energy, he said, sharply, **You no business 
there; tip it up ! " Still his neighbor demurred, when P.*s 
wrath arose at once to a white heat, and he demanded in 
a thundering tone, "Tip it up! Tip it up! *' and up it went 
to the infinite disgust of the poor fellow, who had so dili- 
gently but dishonestly gathered his precious load. This 
sturdy couple exercised in their many years of usefulness a 
commanding influence in the town, and left their impress 
upon a family of eight active sons and daughters, who grew 
to manhood and womanhood, none of whom fell below their 
neighbors in strength of character and sterling worth. He 
died March 3, 1839; she died March 11, 185 1.

140. Martha* (31) Parker {Nancy Dickey\ SamueP, WiL 
liam^) was the eldest of the children of Nancy (Dickey) Par- 
ker, bom Aug. 13, 1764, at Litchfield, N. H. Soon after 
her birth her parents removed to Society Land, N. H., then 
an unbroken wilderness. She married, Dec. 25, 1788, 
Daniel McNeil of Hillsboro, N. H., and there resided the 
first seventeen years of her wedded life. She seemed to 
have been destined from childhood for pioneer experience : 
first a babe in Society Land, then a bride in Hillsboro, mov- 
ing to Ontario county, N. Y., in 1805; to the Wabash country 
inlndianaini82i,and to Fulton county. 111., in 1825; but she 
was a brave, strong woman, equal to any emergency. When 
they settled at the latter place, they had both passed the 
line of three score. Some of their sons had settled there 
previously and the locality was called the ** McNeil Settle- 
ment," they being the first actual settlers in a region of 
many hundred square miles. Being a vigorous, lively, mus- 
cular woman, she made herself exceedingly useful in the little 
neighborhood, composed, for a considerable time, of them- 
selves and their own children and grandchildren, and entirely 
isolated from the inhabitants of the more remote parts of 
the state. 

In the summer of 1834 she fell and unfortunately dislo- 
cated her right femur. Happening at the close of the day, 
and the nearest physician being eighteen miles distant, his 
attendance could not be secured for thirty-six hours, conse- 
quently, she being a woman of nearly 300 pounds weight, 
the operation was by no means successful. It caused a 
painful disability from which she never fully recovered, but 
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being of a genial, sunny disposition, she accepted the mis- 
fortune with the bravery that had characterized her life, 
sitting in her arm-chair sewing and knitting, and joining in 
the merriment of those around her, remaining young in 
spirit and cheerful to the last. She died March 21, 1847. 
Her husband, Daniel McNeil, was bom Jan. 28, 1764, at 
Derryfield (now Manchester), N. H. His ancestors came 
originally from Edinburgh, Scotland, and may be traced 
back to 1634. The record is said to run thus:

John', above mentioned, was one of the hardy Scotch- 
Irish emigrants who settled the town of Londonderry, N. 
H., in 1 7 19, though not one of the first ** sixteen families." 
He was nearly six and a half feet in height and possessed a 
well-established reputation for strength and courage, and 
was always ready to risk a hand-to-hand encounter with one 
of his own blood or the red man of the forest. The motto 
on the McNeil coat-of-arms in the old country is "Conquer 
or die," which must have lent something of its inspiration 
to him in his many personal encounters during a long and 
eventful border life. In 1636, or about that time, he re- 
moved to Derryfield, where his son, Daniel*, continued for 
some time to reside, and where Daniel*, husband of the sub- 
ject of this sketch, was born and lived until he was seven years 
old, when he removed with his parents to Hillsboro, N. H., 
where he resided until the removal of himself and family to 
Ontario county, N. Y., in 1805. He inherited many of the 
sturdy characteristics of his ancestors. In his boyhood he 
was rough in his exterior, strong and resolute, with great 
power of endurance ; in his early manhood daring, adventu- 
rous and determined, but generous and kind-hearted. He ap- 
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peared to love rough adventure and hazardous undertakings. 
Not less than three times did the enterprising spirit of him- 
self and his noble wife prompt them to leave a well-estab- 
lished home, taking with them all that they possessed, and 
wend their way to a more sparsely settled region. Healthy, 
vigorous and strong, he feared no danger and, with his 
equally brave wife, shrank from no hardship. Although 
the ancestors of both were undoubtedly Presbyterians, they 
became in their mature years staunch Methodists, and were 
permitted to see all of their children admitted to the com- 
munion of the same religious denomination. He spent the 
last years of his vigorous life at the home of his son, John, 
where he died Feb. 2, 1839.

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Feb. 28, 1805, he married Nancy Humphrey, daughter of 
James Humphrey. She was bom in the easteriy part of Lon- 
donderry Dec. 7, 1779. She was a lady of much refinement, 
dignified in her appearance and in possession of a strong 
religious nature. She exercised a remarkable influence over 
her family, and lived to see all of her children influential 
members of the Presbyterian Church. After marriage they 
resided for a few years on the place subsequently owned 
and occupied by the late John Shipley, Esq., but their per- 
manent home in Londonderry was on a productive farm in 
the '' High Range," where the more useful and vigorous 
portion of Capt. Dickey's life was spent. He was exceed- 
ingly social, and popular in the community. His judgment 
as a man of affairs was held in high estimation, and few im- 
portant enterprises were commenced in the town without 
his advice. 

He took a prominent part in the erection of the Presby- 
terian Church building in 1837. He was commander of the 
Londonderry Light Infantry for many years, and served as 
one of the Selectmen in 18 12, '13, '26, '2*], '28 and '33. 

In 1 843 they removed to Warren, Trumbull county, Ohio, 
and located on a fertile western reser\^e farm on the banks 
of the Mahoning river, where their labors were ended in a 
good old age. She died Nov. 26, 185 1 ; he died April 22, 
1861.

For a considerable length of time in his 
early life he was the ''right hand man*' of Gen. George 
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Reid, whose wife w^as his aunt, to both of whom he was 
greatly attached. He was accustomed to relate the follow- 
ing humorous incident arising from one of the many pecul- 
iarities of Gen. Reid : " It was the custom at meals to place 
the loaf of brown bread, uncut, on the table, and the part of 
the head male servant to cut it in slices immediately after 
grace was said, rather briefly, by the head of the family. 
The general usually gave the command, * Cut bread, John ! * 
at the proper time with rather a military air, but not infre- 
quently, in his haste to give the order, a part of the invoca- 
tion was left over ; consequently the two became a little 
mixed, as follows, * God bless us — cut bread, John ! — Amen.' " 
April 2, 1805, he married Margaret Woodburn, daughter 
of David and Margaret (Clark) Woodburn, and grand- 
daughter of John and Mar\'^ (Taggart) Woodburn, who 
were Scotch-Irish settlers in Londonderrj^ as early as 
1725, and a greatly esteemed aunt of the late Hon. Hor- 
ace Greeley. She w^as born May 8, 1780. She w^as denied 
anything that might be called an education, but possessed 
a retentive memorj^ and was able to repeat many an old 
Scotch ballad and innumerable quaint and pithy sayings 
that tradition had handed down from the old country. Be- 
side her ordinary work she was constantly turning off from 
the hand-loom w^ebs of woolen for the use of the family and 
of linen, the "warp" and ** filling" of which were spun 
mainly by her own hands. It was evidently wnth some 
pride that she would occasionally speak of a single sale of 
linen cloth and thread, the result of her own labor, amount- 
ing to forty dollars. She was a devoted, life-long member 
of the Presbyterian Church. They always resided on a farm 
in Londonderr\\ He died Aug. 26, 1852; she died July 23, 
1874-

She possessed a strong mind, tremendous 
will power and great force of character, while her physical 
constitution was such as to enable her to accomplish almost 
any undertaking that would ordinarily fall to the lot of 
woman. She was a teacher of considerable note in the 
vicinity of Londonderry. 

She married, Jan. 30, 18 16, William Boyd, a farmer, bom 
in 1756, who had once before married Annis Orr, who died, 
and had resided in Londonderry, where they afterwards 
lived. He died Oct. 10, 1825. She survived him fifty-four 
years, conducting her affairs with characteristic energy and 
good judgment, making her home not only one of rigorous 
labor, but at all times one of hospitality and generous enter- 
tainment. Her rugged constitution, combined with prudent 
habits, prolonged her useful life to her ninety-ninth year.

198. Joseph* (43) Dickey {Robert'', SamueP, William') was 
bom May 5, 1784, and always resided on the farm first 
occupied by his grandfather, Samuel' Dickey, in London- 
derry, although later in life he moved to that part of the 
original place formerly occupied by his uncle, Adam Dickey, 
which was his future residence. The habits of untiring in- 
dustry which he acquired in early boyhood clung to him 
throughout his long, busy life, and brought him an ample 
competence. No duty was so irksome, even in his boyhood, 
that he was ever known to shrink from it. When thirteen 
years old he, in company with a cousin, followed, on foot, a 
drove of cattle to Corinth, Vt, more than a hundred miles, 
and, after a couple of years' residence there, returned in the 
same manner. 

In conversation he was reticent, never lavish of super- 
fluous words, and never allowing himself to speak twice to 
a subordinate. Never very much elated or depressed, he 
kept on the even tenor of his way, evincing unquestioned 
judgment in all matters of ordinary interest. He served as 
lieutenant in Capt. Bradley's company, 8th N. H. Regiment, 
stationed for a time at Portsmouth, N. H., in the War of 
181 2, and received an honorable discharge Sept. 21, 18 14. 
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He subsequently held a captain's commission in the N. H. 
militia, which he resigned June 5, 181 8. 

In politics he was first a Federalist, later a Whig, then a 
Republican ; and his unwavering interest in public affairs is 
shown by the fact that, from 1805, when his first ballot was 
cast, to the election of 1878, less than two months previous 
to entering his 95 th year, he never failed to vote at any 
state or national election. 

He was forty-three years a member of the Presbyterian 
Church, and active in the concerns of the parish. His men- 
tal as well as his physical nature was strong and tenacious. 
In the words of another, '* His mental faculties showed no 
abatement in force up to a few hours before his death, and 
his memory of events that happened ninety years before 
was as clear and distinct as though they had occurred but 
yesterday. He had as keen an interest in politics and events 
at ninety-four as in early manhood." 

April 7, 18 1 3, he married Fanny Davidson Montgomery, 
daughter of Gen. James Montgomery of Londonderry (now 
Derry). She was bom June 7, 1783. A wiser helpmeet 
could scarcely have been found. By her hospitality to the 
numerous brothers and sisters settled within visiting dis- 
tance, who were pleased to make social calls at the shrine of 
their youthful haunts, she made herself especially esteemed. 

Their golden wedding, celebrated in 1863, was a notable 
occasion, made joyous by the meeting of many relatives and 
the interesting associations connected with it. They walked 
along together in affectionate harmony fifty-nine years. She 
died April 3, 1872, aged 88 years and 10 months; he died 
Aug. 30, 1878, aged 94.

She married, March 25, 181 7, 
John White, who was bom in Londonderry July 16, 1787, 
son of Ephraim and Esther (Moore) White. After marriage 
they settled in Litchfield, N. H., on the estate previously 
occupied by Wyseman Claggett, who had formerly been the 
king's attorney located at Portsmouth, N. H., and noted far 
and wide for his eccentric and arbitrary acts. To say that 
she was a helpmeet in the broadest sense of that term but 
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feebly tells the story of her faithfulness, unflagging industry 
and never-failing kindness. Of energy she had abundant 
store, and she expended it unstintedly. Shq gave herself 
unreservedly to her family, yet her beneficent offices were 
not limited to kith and kin. 

The positive convictions of Mr. White, his strong im- 
pulses and bold expression of sentiment were characteristics 
inherited from his ancestors, who were directly descended 
from John White of western England. These strong Eng- 
lish traits enabled him to exert a commanding influence 
over his fellow citizens. During the later and more active 
part of his life he was an unswerving Democrat, and so 
thoroughly versed was he in his political creed that to those 
of his own party affiliations his opinions were oracular and 
decisive. As a citizen he was respected. He was the pioneer 
in lumbering operations in Litchfield, and amassed no in- 
considerable fortune in this business, ultimately becoming 
the largest accumulator of property in a wealthy town. He 
often served as one of the Selectmen. He was a close reader 
of the literature of the day, conversant with the vital 
questions of the hour, and remarkably well versed in his- 
tory, although it was his boast that he attended school but 
six weeks in a year. He was first lieutenant of a military 
company from Londonderry stationed at Portsmouth in the 
War of 1812, where he served several months. He died 
April 18, i860; she died Feb. 9, 1867.

He was the son of Deacon William 
Gregg, was a blacksmith, and carried on his business at 
Windham Centre. He was born Nov. 8, 1786, and died 
March 15, 1829. At his death Mrs. Gregg was obliged to 
face the world with five children, the eldest twelve and the 
youngest less than two years. She met the divSpensation, 
however, with a brave heart. They were all provided with 
suitable homes, and filled respectable places in society.

March 24, 1884, the sixtieth anniversary of their marriage 
was celebrated in the same room where the original cere- 
mony was performed. The groom was eighty-eight and the 
bride eighty-two, but both remarkably well preserved. The 
latter, gifted with a fine musical taste, had occupied her 
place in the choir sixty years in the same church (Congre. 
gational), of which she had been a member more than half a 
century, and at this time joined heartily in the merry songs 
of the occasion. Tea and coffee were served in the identi- 
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cal cups and saucers the happy bride had set before her 
guests sixty years before.

Jan. I, 1846, he married Mary Ann Greene, daughter of 
Winthrop Greene, Esq., of Corinth, Vt., where she was born 
April 13, 18 19. They settled on a superior farm in Corinth, 
but in 1 869 removed to a fine farm in the vicinity of Rock- 
ford, 111., and made a specialty of ** gilt-edged" butter. 
After a few years of model farming, he was enabled to dis- 
pose of pork and butter in one year, from his 200-acre farm, 
to the amount of $5,600, without robbing the land of its 
producing elements. He was scrupulously exact, neat and 
scientific in all that he undertook, and scarcely knew of fail- 
ure. They removed from the farm in 1883 to the city of 
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Rockford, where they were surrounded with all the comforts 
that wealth, the respect of the community and a serene 
good nature would afford. She died in 1888. 

While on his way to Boston in August, 1890, he was 
severely injured in stepping from the cars at Sherbrooke, P.

They halted in what was then 
known as the Plaquemine country in Louisiana, sometime in 
181 1. While in that region the War of 181 2 broke out, and 
he at once enlisted in the American army, and served as a 
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minute-man under Gen. Jackson. He served with credit 
through the war, taking an active part in the battle of New 
Orleans. For his services he drew a land warrant from the 
government, and made choice of a tract within the bounds 
of the present Fulton county, 111. After the close of the 
war, he returned to New York and married, July 13, 181 5, 
at Pequanne, Morris county, N. J., Lucinda Miller, daughter 
of Peter and Sarah Miller of that place, who was bom July 
25, 1793, and died July 20, 18 17, without issue. 

He married, second, June, 1821, Elisabeth Bell Brown, 
who was born Nov. 25, 1801, in Louisville, Ky. After a 
short residence in Gibson and Sangamon counties. 111., they 
settled in Lewiston, Fulton county. 111., about 1826, where 
he at once began to subdue the forest. After deadening 
the trees on ten acres of heavy timber, he was prostrated 
with inflammatory rheumatism. Their nearest neighbor 
was twenty miles away, and no help to be obtained. His 
wife, a strong, persevering, plucky woman, split the rails, 
built the fences, tended the crops, and kept business moving 
generally. They had laid in a supply of flour, but their 
meat consisted of wild game which she, being a marksman 
of no mean skill, brought down with the rifle. In the fall 
he had recovered, and the rather meagre harvest was gath- 
ered. It was supplemented, however, by the meat of wild 
hogs that roamed at will in the forests and bottom lands. 
It was great sport to hunt these ferocious animals, but often 
dangerous, the hunters being frequently driven to the trees 
for safety hours at a time. It is related that before winter 
set in, he and some friends, with tfceir rifles and dogs, went 
out one day to hunt the swinish multitude, when they ab- 
ruptly came upon a large flock, which immediately showed a 
disposition to fight to the death without giving any quarter. 
Fortunately, several leaning trees were near, on which men 
and dogs took refuge. They made the most of the situa- 
tion, loading and firing until eighty of the enemy had been 
killed or fatally wounded. This made a good supply of meat 
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for winter. After residing some years in this locality and 
making many improvements, he removed to Monmouth, 111., 
where he was for many years postmaster, and held all the 
offices in Warren county except that of sheriff. He also 
kept a country store, consisting of dry goods, hardware, 
groceries and medicines. While residing at this place his 
wife died, date unknown. 

In the summer of 1832, he was commissioned by Gov. 
Reynolds of Illinois to organize the militia for the protec- 
tion of the frontier, which he did with tact and ability. 
While residing at Monmouth, he was aid to Gen. McCallen, 
at the inspection of the Nauvoo Legion, when Joe Smith 
and the Mormons were at the zenith of their power. He 
was a valued and popular citizen of Monmouth until 1850, 
when he removed to DeWitt, Iowa, where he was elected 
judge of Clinton county, and for a time published the De- 
Witt Standard, His third marriage was in 1850 to Sarah 
(Long) Shoemaker, who was born in Pennsylvania, and died 
in Minnesota Sept. 5, 1891. He died at DeWitt Feb. 28, 
1869. He was a life-long member of the M. E. Church. He 
was buried by the Masonic fraternity, of which he had been 
a member since 18 16. He had desired a quiet funeral, but 
special trains on the railroads brought thousands to pay 
their last tribute of respect to his memory.

panied his parents in their several journeys from place to place 
until they reached Fulton county, 111., in 1829, where he re- 
sided until his death, Sept. 28, 1867. He was robust, reso- 
lute, frugal and capable in business matters. He entered 
heartily into every movement for intellectual and religious 
culture in the new community. He united with the Meth- 
odist Church at the age of 16, and naturally carried along 
with him his denominational ideas in his Christian work. 
He was for a long time an earnest and much-esteemed class 
leader, and exerted a decided influence for good on the set- 
tlement, not only from a religious point of view, but in the 
encouragement of schools and other means of intellectual 
improvement. He was active in the erection of a new 
church, and at its dedication, March 17, 1867, it was named 
the McNeil chapel. He was a justice of the peace, and, 
whether his duties were in the service of church or state, he 
was true to his convictions. He was in the War of 18 12, 
and participated in a Canadian campaign. He settled on 
land called the "military tract," and became a large land- 
holder. It was in the immediate vicinity of Astoria and in- 
cluded the beautiful cemetery where his remains now lie. 
During the late Rebellion he gave five sons to fight for the 
flag, one of whom never returned, and another experienced 
the horrors of Libby prison until he escaped by strategy. 
His thrift and enterprise enabled him to furnish the means 
of a fair English education to his children, though there 
were fourteen that lived to mature age. 

He married, Dec. 9, 18 19, in Ontario county, N. Y., Mary 
Cole, who was bom in Scipio, Cayuga county, N. Y., May 5, 
1 800. She proved to be a worthy companion. She was an 
ardent Christian, tireless in her devotion to the sick, social 
and attractive. Her husband was slow of speech, but she 
had an inexhaustible flow of language, and was ever ready, 
if need be, to take the lead in public or private devotions. 
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Her honesty of purpose and genial manners secured to her 
the genuine friendship of the new settlers. Her thoughts 
were of the meditative kind, and uniformly expressed in a 
plaintive style. The following extract from some verses 
written a few weeks before her death, illustrates the drift of 
her mind : 

PASSING TIME. 

Behold ! the clock is striking one, 
Perhaps my work is almost done; 
And will it bear inspection, too, 
With Him with whom I have to do? 



The hand moves on, the clock strikes four. 
The hour that's past we'll see no more. 
Teach us our days to number, so 
That we in wisdom's ways may go. 



The clock strikes seven; the hours fled 
Have numbered many with the dead. 
The rich, the poor, the bond, the free. 
Are silent in eternity. 



Rest on and take refreshment then. 
For lo ! the clock is striking ten; 
And as it strikes its tones express

Being an enterprising man, and 
wishing to improve his condition and that of his family, he 
left Hillsboro in 1836, with his horse and open buggy, 
to visit the new land of promise in the ** West." On reach- 
ing Buffalo, he sold his team and secured a passage by 
steamboat to Green Bay, Wis., where he purchased a horse 
and saddle and made his way through the country, settled 
mainly by Indians, to Monmouth, 111., then a trifling village, 
and not wholly secure from the savages that often prowled 
around the " block-house " that served as a place of pro- 
tection. Near this village he secured 240 acres of land, 
erected a cheap house, and made preparations for a comfort- 
able home. After a year or two he returned for his family, 
and with four stout horses and a ponderous wagon con- 
structed for the purpose, they started on their long journey, 
in June, 1839. Parents and seven daughters, with an 
endless list of household utensils, made a precious load, and 
great care was taken for both man and beast. As nearly as 
they could reckon distance, sixteen miles was traveled each 
secular day of the week except Saturday, which was occu- 
pied in washing, cooking, etc., in preparation for a renewal 
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of their journey, while the Sabbath was strictly kept as a day 
of sacred rest. The subject of this sketch had a keen sense 
of humor and a never-failing supply of laughable anecdote, 
which were occasionally brought into requisition and made 
to do good service in keeping up the drooping spirits of the 
company. They reached the end of their journey in 
August, all apparently in good health, and with the satisfy- 
ing reflection that the whole expense for the journey of 
1,200 miles had not exceeded one hundred and twenty 
dollars. Just as they were beginning to recover from the 
weariness of the journey, the father was stricken with the 
deadly typhus fever, and died Sept. 10, 1839. Then a 
promising daughter of three years was seized with malaria, 
and died Dec. 15. In the meantime, the watchful, sleepless 
mother had been taxed with care and labor beyond her 
strength, when disease came in the form of quick consump- 
tion, causing her death Dec. 21, 1839. The remaining six 
daughters had also been attacked by that scourge of new 
settlements, fever and ague, and at one time the whole 
family was so prostrate that not one was able to pass a cup 
of water to another. These daughters survived to find 
themselves amongst strangers. They were invited by their 
aged grandfather to return to New Hampshire, but other 
counsels prevailed. They remained on western soil, grew 
to womanhood, and' became ornaments in every position 
they were called to fill.

In 1834 he sold his in- 
terest in the business and left Londonderry, April 30th, for 
Pittsburg, Pa., where he took a clerk's position in his 
brother's grocery and commission store, and in two years 
was admitted to a partnership, under the firm name of 
Isaiah Dickey & Co. They escaped the financial disasters 
of 1837, but April 10, 1845, their whole stock, amounting 
in value to $15,000, was burned to ashes, with no insurance. 
Their books were saved, but, unfortunately, the debit side 
of the account was larger than the credit. The outlook was 
dark enough, but with the encouragement of friends, in 
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which their creditors joined, they determined to breast the 
waves of misfortune, commenced anew their business, and 
were more successful than ever. In 1870 a son of Mr. 
Dickey became a partner, and two years later the firm met 
with the serious loss of the senior partner by death, when 
the firm name was changed to Robert Dickey & Co. 

In 1878 another son joined the concern. After more 
than half a century, in which the subject of this sketch was 
an active partner, he retired to his elegant home in East 
Liberty, a suburb of the city, where he enjoyed the comforts 
resulting from a well-spent life. He died June i, 1893. 
He had been a member of the Presbyterian Church about 
sixty years, having become a member of that communion 
under the pastorate of Rev. John R. Adams of London- 
derry. He was a ruling elder for more than a quarter of a 
century at East Liberty, and regarded with great favor by 
the church. 

He married, April 30, 1838, Mary Ann Nancy Anderson, 
daughter of Capt. William Anderson of Londonderry, N. H., 
where she was born March 17, 1809. Her mother was a 
daughter of Hon. John Bell of Londonderry and sister to 
two governors of New Hampshire.

577. Daniel Dana' (182) Dickey {Samuel Dickey\ Rob^ 
erfySamuer^ IVtlltam') was horn July 17, 1823, and at the 
age of 16 bade adieu to his home in Londonderry and 
performed a six days* journey to Pittsburg, Pa., where he 
arrived in the dusk of Saturday evening. He acted as a 
clerk in the store of his brothers until 1844, when, in con- 
nection with one of his brothers, he established himself in 
Nashville, Tenn., dealing mainly in produce. In August,. 
1 847, he married Caroline L. Uffington, a native of Belleville, 
N. J., who died in January, 1865. When 25 years of age 
and only four years in the city, he was elected to the office 
of ruling elder in the Second Presbyterian Church, in which 
he served twenty-seven years. 
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It is scarcely necessary to say that when the War of the 
Rebellion broke out, he was an ardent and outspoken 
Unionist. His sentiments being well, known and bitterly 
hated as well in the country around as in the city, his situ- 
ation was most uncomfortable. His reputation was unjustly 
assailed, and his business suffered. The country swarmed 
with bands of guerillas seeking for opportunities of robbery 
and capture in the Confederate interest. While returning 
on the 4th of November, 1862, with several teams loaded 
with com and wheat, purchased in the country, he was 
captured by a rebel cavalry force and his grain confiscated. 
It was ordered by Gen. Forest that he be retained to take 
his chances with the ordinary prisoners of war. After 
being kept under guard in bams, outhouses, dirty rooms 
and dilapidated box cars for several days, he reached his 
destined prison at Chattanooga. It was a filthy room, six- 
teen feet by thirty in size, without a window. His com- 
pany consisted of sixty other prisoners of all grades of 
character, from the courteous gentleman to the lousy 
thief, while the food was "nothing but stinking bread 
and bacon." He was at length paroled and ordered to 
Murfreesboro, and finally obtained permission to go to his 
home after more than a month's absence from his family 
and business. His hopefulness in the success of the Union 
cause never abated. He wrote, and apparently with great 
satisfaction : ** I saw my own slave made a free man with 
every right I myself possessed." He continued his busi- 
ness a considerable length of time, but the war brought 
embarrassment, and finally financial ruin. 

In 1874 he removed to Mount Vernon, Ind., and the next 
year to St. Louis, where he died, Sept. 18, 1885. He was 
notably frank, genial and kind-hearted. He wrote two 
months before his death : " I use neither spirits nor tobacco. 
In my prime manhood I weighed 250 lbs. I now weigh 
225." October, 1867, he married Fannie Sellig, widow of 
Joseph Lum, a native of New Haven, Conn. He married, 
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third, June, 1871, Lillie J. Thompson of New Haven, Conn.

At the 
age of 2 1 he obtained a position as foreman in the storehouse 
of Joseph H. Bartlett of Boston. The position was a re- 
sponsible one, consisting in shipping and receiving mer- 
chandise over the Middlesex canal. He employed his win- 
ters in teaching, as the ice prevented boating in the canal. 
He married, April 18, 1837, Sarah Ann Campbell, daughter 
of Capt. Robert M. Campbell of Windham, N. H., and a 
descendant of Henry Campbell, who joined the Londonderry 
colony soon after their first settlement. She was born Oct. 
9, 181 5. They first settled on a farm in Londonderry, but 
in 1839 removed to Derry, N, H., where they subsequently 
resided. He was a ready writer and speaker, and often 
wrote meritorious newspaper articles. He was a valued 
member of the First Congregational Church in Derry, and 
few excelled him in true neighborly . qualities. He died 
after a short illness Nov. 19, 1854.

The privileges of schooling allowed him were limited 
to those of his own school district, supplemented by two 
broken terms at Pinkerton Academy, Derry, N. H. For 
these precious morsels of learning he was duly thankful, 
but on the principle that the smallest favors merit our grati- 
tude. 

His services in the winters for some years were given to 

teaching in the common schools. He served four years on 
the Board of Selectmen, and was often on the School Com- 
mittee. He represented the town in the Legislature in 
i860 and '61, and was honored with a seat in the State Con- 
stitutional Convention in 1876. His religious connection 
was with the Presbyterian Church, in which he was elected 
a ruling elder in 1872, and retained the position while in 
town. He was the author of this history. 

July 3, 1 85 1, he married Caroline Parker, daughter of 
John C. and Eliza (Kimball) Cogswell, who was born in 
Boscawen, N. H., Aug. 26, 1830. She traced her ancestry 
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to John Cogswell, who, on his voyage from England in 1635 
on the ship **Angel Gabriel/' was shipwrecked and cast 
ashore at Pemaquid, Me., and afterwards settled in Essex, 
Mass. They resided in Londonderry thirty years after their 
marriage, when they removed to Leominster, Mass., where 
she died Dec. 14, 1888. He married, second, June 10, 1891^ 
Susan Ellen Hill of Boston, daughter of Henry and Abigail 
(Rogers) Hill of Claremont, N. H., where she was born June 
15, 1828. She is a direct descendant of John Rogers, the 
martyr, who was burned at Smithfield Feb. 4, 1555. The 
great-granddaughter of Thomas Grayson, one of the first 
settlers of New Haven, Conn., — then Quinipias — married 
John Rogers of Branford, Conn., June 19, 1713. 

On the maternal side she was descended from John Hall, 
emigrant to New Haven in 1642, afterward to Wallingford, 
Conn., where many of his descendants still reside. The 
name was originally **De Halle," from the city of Halle in 
Saxony. The Wallingford Halls trace their ancestry back 
to the time when these Saxons came to England. 

John Dickey died in Leominster, Mass., July 25th. He was born 
in Londonderry the 13th of February, 1824. He was a descendant of 
the Scotch- Irish early settlers of Londonderry, and had lived there and 
been a prominent citizen of the town until a few years ago, when he 
sold the old ancestral farm and moved to Leominster, Mass. Mr. 
Dickey was one of the leading men of Londonderry, both in church 
and state affairs, for many years being an elder and scribe in the Pres- 
byterian Church. He was elected to the state Legislature, and for 
twenty- five years was a most efficient superintendent of the town 
schools. He always took a lively interest in all educational and relig- 
ious matters. For several years he had been engaged in writing a Gene- 
alogy of the Dickey Family, which he had completed. He had no 
children, but leaves a widow and an aged sister. The funeral was held 
at the Presbyterian Church in Londonderry, and was attended by a 
large number of relatives and friends, who held Mr. Dickey in the 
highest esteem. — Derry (N. H.) News.

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607, Calvin* (192) Boyd (Martha Dickey\ Robert\ Sam- 
uer, William') was born Mar. 5, 18 18, and with his younger 
brother assumed the management of his father's farm at a 
very early age.

The same year he, with seven 
others, obtained a charter for the Manchester National 
Bank, of which he^ was one of the first directors, and con- 
tinued in the position until the end of his life. In 1880 he, 
with others, opened a private bank at Casselton, North Da- 
kota, which, two years later, was verged in the First National 
Bank of that place, of which he was president. In 1885 he 
took an active part in forming the People's Fire Insurance 
Company, in which he subsequently became a director.

A genial, generous, 
courteous man, Mr. Griffin could not be aught else than a 
popular citizen. That his mental abilities were commen- 
surate with his pleasing personality was evidenced by his 
appointment upon the Judiciary Committee when he repre- 
sented the town in the Legislature in 1 848-^49. 

Mr. Griffin became a merchant when the stores located 
near the Merrimac were veritable trade centres, the people 
coming for miles around to exchange domestic products for 
the merchandise brought thither from Boston in the fleet of 
canal boats that bore to the cities below the forest growth.

Arriving at 
Springfield the company was divided. Over one of these, 
which was Co. D, 13th 111. Infantry, he was appointed cap- 
tain. July II, 1 86 1, he was promoted to be major of the 2d 
111. Cavalry, and afterwards became lieutenant colonel of the 
same regiment. On the 20th of December, 1863, being in 
command of five companies of his regiment at Holly 
Springs, Miss., they were attacked at daylight by a force 
of 10,000 men under Gen. Van Dorn, and, after a fight of 
two and a half hours, he with about 100 of his command 
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were taken prisoners. He only knew the force of the enemy 
until he had taken some prisoners hiijiself , when he tried to 
cut his way out, but it was too late. He was paroled and 
sent to St. Louis. After waiting some time he resig^ied 
and made application to be admitted to the colored troops 
then being enlisted, and was appointed by President Lin- 
coln major of the 39th U. S. Colored Troops, reported at Bal- 
timore, and raised a regiment before the other field officers 
were appointed.

In January of the following year they encamped within the 
bounds of Mexico, first at Monclova, then on the other side 
of Saltillo. He was in the battle of Buena Vista of Feb. 22 
and 23, and subsequently served as assistant surgeon in the 
hospital until they were permitted to march homeward 
June I, 1847. They were soon after mustered out. 

He soon gave up his home in Monmouth, and July 1 1 
located for the practice of medicine in Cambridge, 111. He 
married, Dec. 9, 1849, Elizabeth Ann Graham, born in Carmi, 
White county. 111., April 27, 1828. She died at Osceola, Mo., 
March 21, 1882. After various experiences, mostly in the 
drug business, he found himself located, at the breaking out 
of the Rebellion, in DeWitt, Iowa. As early as Feb. 27, 
1 86 1, he commanded the DeWitt Riflemen, afterwards the 
DeWitt Musketeers, and in September of the same year 
accepted a commission as captain of Co. A, ist Regiment 
United States Lancers, and acted as general regimental 
recruiting officer. He was subsequently appointed assistant 
surgeon of the i6th Iowa Infantry, and shared in a skirmish 
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at Bolivar, Tenn., and the battles of luka, Miss., and Corinth. 
Dec. 23, 1862, he was placed in charge of the general hos- 
pital at Lagrange, Tenn., and afterwards at Vicksburg. 

He resigned, June, 1863, and retired to his home, but Feb. 
25, 1865, was again called for and appointed first assistant 
surgeon 2d United States Volunteer Infantry and ordered to 
the plains, then to Fort Ellsworth, finally to Fort Larned, 
where he was in charge of the post hospital. July 16 of the 
same year he was appointed medical director for one of the 
sub-districts of Arkansas, but later was assigned the position 
of surgeon-in-chief of the Indian commission, which met at 
Wichita, Kan., composed of General Sanborn, General Har- 
ney, Col. Kit Carson, Colonel Bent, and others. The treaty 
was with fourteen different tribes, and the women and chil- 
dren were collected in ambulances under his direction. 

He was mustered out of the service at Fort Leavenworth 
in November, and on the 8th of January succeeding was 
appointed examining surgeon for pensions. At the organ- 
ization of the G. A. R. at Indianapolis, Nov. 20, 1866, he 
was elected first surgeon general. The next year he estab- 
lished the drug business and practice of medicine and sur- 
gery at Osceola, Mo., but in 1869 turned his attention to 
divinity, and was ordained a deacon in the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, and at once organized a circuit. He organ- 
ized St. Clair Lodge, A. F. & A. M., No. 273, and R. A. C, 
No. 43, and was commander of Dawn Post, No. 384, G. A. R., 
and was coroner of counties in Missouri and Iowa. Jan. 25, 
1883, he married, second, Kate S. (Baker) Schoening of 
Lawrence, Kan., born June 9, 1844, in Harrisburg, Pa. 
Financially, his fortunes varied. He was often on the wave 
of prosperity, when his golden hopes would be dissipated 
by the evil star of adversity.

They resided in Astoria until the 
fall of 1856, when they went to Bamsville, Mo., designing 
to locate there, but he became a victim of the California 
gold fever, and determined to cast in his lot with the hun- 
dreds who were constantly making the hazardous journey 
across the plain. In May, 1857, the family, consisting of 
parents and two children, aged one and four years respect- 
tively, joined a train of eight or ten wagons filled with 
women, children, and a few necessary household goods. 
Some were drawn by oxen and some by mules, but this 
particular vehicle was propelled by three pairs of stalwart 
oxen, and they were about four months in landing their 
precious load in the vicinity of Yankee Jim*s, Placer county, 
Cal. They were often obliged to drive long distances 
through a barren country without food or water for their 
animals until they reached a spring and a fertile spot, where 
they would camp and recruit several days. The North 
Platte river was found to be sluggish, with a bottom of 
treacherous quicksands, and the only course to pursue was 
to ford the stream. Before entering its turbid waters the 
mother was placed on a seat arranged in the highest part 
of the wagon, with her two little children in her arms. The 
father walked beside his team, the water in the deepest 
places reaching to his shoulders, while the half-drowned 
oxen could scarcely keep their feet at all. No wonder the 
frightened mother drew her little ones closer to her bosom 
and wept bitterly as she did, lest they should all be drowned 
in the cruel stream. But they passed in safety. Other 
streams were forded, and occasionally they crossed on a rude 
ferrj^ boat. 

Indians were a constant source of alarm. It was not un- 
common for them to attack a train, kill the men, steal all 
that was of use, and take the women captive. The train 
immediately preceding theirs had met this fate, and it was 
not a rare thing to find a dead mule by the side of the path 
literally filled with Indian arrows. At one time, after 
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descending a mountain the whole day, they came to "Ash 
Hollow," which Mrs. McNeil describes as the **most lonely, 
God-forsaken spot she ever saw on earth." To add to the 
general desolation they discovered close to their camp the 
graves of five of General Kearney's soldiers, recently killed 
in a skirmish with the Indians. Thus their ordinary hard- 
ships were greatly aggravated by a constant dread of this 
savage foe. But notwithstanding many alarms were given, 
they all proved false. The train fortunately reached its 
destination in September unmolested by savages. 

Yankee Jim's was a small mining camp where the subject 
of this sketch commenced his career as a miner, but after- 
wards tried other places in the same pursuit. Subsequently 
he kept a hotel for some time in the same county, but 
returned to his favorite employment at Freeman's Crossing, 
where he was killed by an accident in the mine April 1 1 , 
1865. His wife, a strong-minded, courageous woman, was 
left without a large patrimony, but with persistent energy 
has been enabled to furnish each of her sons with a good 
education. She resides in Grass Valley, Cal.

five boys, set their faces toward Illinois, then the prospect- 
ive paradise for eastern pilgrims. They sailed from Ken- 
nebunkport on a coaster for Boston, but at 10 P. M. on the 
same day collided with another of the same craft, which 
obliged them to put in at Salem for repairs, but they re- 
sumed their journey the next day. From Boston to Provi- 
dence they went by rail, to New York by steamer, by rail 
to the Delaware river, by steamer to Philadelphia, by rail to 
the Susquehanna river, and by canal to Pittsburg. Here 
they took a steamer for Louisville, but after a run of twenty- 
three miles they came to a ''bar" that had already caught 
two boats, obliging the captain to ''tie up," and before any- 
thing could be done the river was completely frozen over. 
They were allowed to stay on the boat, but the delay was 
exceedingly annoying to the parents, but the novelty of the 
thing made it highly entertaining to the boys. A warm 
rain in January caused a tremendous freshet, characteristic 
of the Ohio river, and the mighty tide carried everything in 
its way, but their captain had been wise enough to select a 
place of safety and his boat received little damage. As the 
elements subsided the captain steamed back to Pittsburg, 
took on more freight and passengers, and they were, in due 
time, on their way to Louisville, where they changed boats 
for St. Louis. Here they intended to continue by steamboat 
up the Mississippi and Illinois rivers to a point near their 
destination, but the floating ice made it impossible. But 
instead of waiting they proceeded with an ox team, the 
mother and younger boys being stowed away amongst the 
baggage, while the father and the older boys trudged along 
afoot. They plodded on in this moderate way sixty-five 
miles, and then exchanged their team for horses. As many 
more miles brought them to their intended locality in Ful- 
ton county, 111., as fertile a portion of country as the sun 
ever shone upon. After living in a rude cabin four or five 
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years, they dug up the sub-soil for clay, pulverized it as 
grain is thrashed in the Orient, burned it in a manner 
devised by their own ingenuity, and proceeded to build a 
substantial house, which is now (1890) standing. All the 
outside casings were hewed by members of the family from 
the native oak timber, the inside finish was from native 
black walnut sawed five miles distant, and the doors and 
sashes were brought 1 50 miles from St. Louis. The hus- 
band of Sarah McNeil was, at the time of their arrival, a 
stout boy, able to swing an axe or hold a plow or shoot a 
rifle, and the calls made upon him in the field and in the 
clearing prevented very much attendance on the meagre 
schooling then afforded, but with the sterling qualities of a 
self-made man he has pressed his way through the world 
with open eyes and busy hands. He is a farmer and is 
proud of it, and well he may be, for by his personal efforts 
and the tact and untiring industry of his prudent and large- 
hearted wife, he can look upon his hundreds of acres wav- 
ing with corn and wheat where in his boyhood the squirrel 
danced upon the trees, and the deer and wild turkey roamed 
at will. Resides in Astoria, 111.

SECOND GENERATION. 

1113. Elias' (i) Dickey ( William^) came to Londonderry, 
N. H., when a youth, with his parents, William and Elizabeth 
Dickey. He married, Feb. 7, 1743, Rosanna McDonald 
(sometimes on the records spelled McDaniel) of West Dun- 
stable, afterwards Hollis, now Brookline, N. H., and resided 
in Londonderry. 

He was a man of gp*eat tact and energy in business affairs. 
His real estate possessions were extensive. According to 
tradition he kept a large force of men at work on his culti- 
vated grounds in the summer. He also dealt largely in 
merchandise, purchased in Boston and transported by ox 
teams or on the backs of horses over the paths or ill made 
roads of that day to his place of business in Londonderry. 
In his short life, by shrewdness and energy, he accumulated 
a considerable fortune. While at Boston on one of his peri- 
odical business trips, he became suddenly ill, and being 
unable to reach home, his wife hastened to Boston to care 
for him in his illness, and during her stay their only daugh- 
ter, Elisabeth, was born. 

In his last will and testament, made on his sick-bed, Feb. 
20, 1755, he bequeathed to his then unborn child **if a girl, 
500 pounds; if a boy, 1,000 pounds.*' He also ordered that, 
with a considerable catalogue of personal property, his 
''negro'' should be sold and the proceeds applied to the pay-

ment of his just debts. He died Feb. 27, 1755, seven days 
after the date of his will, aged 37 years. His remains 
were conveyed to Londonderry and interred in the **Hiir* 
graveyard; in close proximity to the graves of his parfents. 
His name comes down to us as that of a man diligent in 
business and scrupulously honest in his dealings with others. 
He had a fine physique, and was noted for his correct eti- 
quette and exceptionally courteous manners. His friend- 
ships as well as his virtues were many, and his sudden death 
in the prime of life was a source of deep regret among his 
kindred and acquaintances. 

His widow removed to HoUis, afterwards Roby, now 
BrooMine, N. H., with her children, and survived her hus- 
band more than forty years. Her will is dated April 20,

will and testament of Elias" Dickey as his ** oldest son,*' and

** beaver hat." His name is next found on the army roll of 
Capt. John Nesmith's company, selected from the regiments 
of Col. Thornton and Col. Bartlett for service in Canada 
during the Revolutionary war. His brother-in-law, David 
Davidson, was his fellow soldier, and mustered in at the 
same time, Aug. 10, 1776. The subject of this sketch, how- 
ever, had joined the army the year before. He doubtless 
lost his life in his country's ser\dce, as his name disappears 
from the records, and is not found in his mother's will dated 
twenty years after. 
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1 1 19. James' (1 1 1 5) Dickey (Elias^, William^) was born 
in Londonderry, and might have been 10 years of age at 
the date of his father's death. He accompanied his mother 
back to the place of her former residence in that part of 
HoUis afterwards annexed to Roby, N. H., where he paid 
taxes several years. He married Mary Davidson, daughter 
of George Davidson of Windham, N. H., a woman from ex- 
cellent stock and of noble character. 

He was one of the first to enter the ranks of his country's 
defenders in the Revolutionary war, his name being found 
on the muster roll of Capt. Reuben Dow's company that 
marched from HoUis April 19, 1775. He was an ensign in 
his company, and continued in the service until 1779 at least, 
and probably through the war. He was evidently an ener- 
getic, plucky and fearless man. 

In 1 796, the year after the death of his mother, he re- 
moved with his family to Northport, Me., where he located 
on a place afterwards known as "Dickey's Bluff." He se- 
cured a large tract of land, mainly for its lumber and prox- 
imity to deep water, where vessels could be loaded directly 
from a point of land projecting into the bay. He resided 
there until the beginning of the present century, when, 
leaving his family in Northport, he went to Pennsylvania, 
became interested in extensive lumbering operations, and 
died there— the exact date not known.

They settled first 
in Roby (now Brookline), N. H., where the record of mar- 
riage is found, and where their two elder children, were 
bom. 

In 1793 he purchased a farm of John McMillan in New 
Boston, where they had for a few years previous resided, 
and which was subsequently their home. 

Very early in the Revolutionary war he enlisted in a 
Massachusetts regiment, and on the 6th of October, 1775, 
started with his regiment on an expedition to Quebec. He 
often rehearsed to his descendants the tale of his hardships 
and privations during that winter campaign. It is said by 
one of his descendants that he was in the battles of Lexing- 
ton and Concord, and probably Bunker Hill, but shared in 
the well-known jealousy of Stark against Washington. He 
finally went to Vermont and helped fight the battle of 
Bennington. As a trophy of the victory the New Boston 
troops brought back a six-pounder field-piece, which had 
been captured by the Americans from the French at Quebec 
in the old French war, and had been taken from the former 
by the British and re-captured by Stark at Bennington. It 
was placed in the keeping of the **New Boston Artillery" 
company. It was a relic of which the people of the town 
were justly proud. Elias Dickey had aided in capturing 
this noted prize, and when it was brought out, as it fre- 
quently was, his military pride was wrought up to the high- 
est pitch of enthusiasm. 
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During the few later years of his life his mind became 
somewhat impaired. He was intensely religious and Pres- 
byterian, and the knowledge he had of the cruel oppression 
of his ancestors in the old country but a generation or two 
before, fastened itself on his mind, and in his more clouded 
moments he would pray fervently that the Protestants of 
this country might be delivered from similar persecutions. 
He died December, 1839. His wife, though born in Chester, 
was a near relative of the McPhersons of Francestown and 
New Boston. She is remembered by some now living as a 
woman of fine physique, great memory, strong-minded and 
capable. She died Aug. 14, 185 1, in her 97th year.

She was 
a superior housekeeper, and trained her children in habits 
of industry and neatness in connection with that higher in- 
struction that comes from a practical knowledge of the 
Golden Rule. He died at Charlestown July 18, 1829; she 
died May 9, 1867, at the home of her eldest son in South 
Norwalk, Conn.

I2II. Elias* (1 1 34) Dickey {Elias\ Eltas\ Williatn'), 
'' 'Squire" Dickey was born Sept. 13, 1776, on the old home- 
stead in New Boston, N. H., purchased by his father of 
John McMillen by deed dated Aug. 10, 1793. He always 
resided there, and died March 13, 1863. His learning was 
acquired at the fireside, as he was never privileged to attend 
school a single day, — still, he wrote a plain hand, and his 
composition was clear and vigorous. He began early to 
study history, was an attentive reader of the newspapers, 
and seldom forgot a fact of any importance. 

He married, in December, 1802, Jane Gordon, daughter 
of John Gordon of New Boston, a descendant of the Lon- 
donderry or Chester Gordons. She was born in 1773, and 
died Jan. 29, 1869, aged 96 years. He read the Bible with 
much diligence, but his reading of the Sacred Word was 
critical, and largely for the purpose of seeing whether Tom 
Paine and other negationists quoted the records fairly. 
He was, however, fond of good preachers, and ** sermons 
that had brains in them," as he expressed it. He had 
great admiration for Rev. Ephraim P. Bradford, then pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church in New Boston, an eloquent and 
powerful preacher, and, in his social intercourse, genial and 
witty. His wife, on the other hand, was a devout Baptist, 
joining that church in her youth, and ever a faithful attend- 
ant. She abounded in acts of charity : fed the hungry, 
clothed the naked, and fanned tenderly the fevered brow of 
the dying. They both loved hospitality, and right royally 
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did they entertain around their generous table. Ann Brown 
(Dickey) Gilchrist joined Mr. Bradford's church in New- 
Boston in 1822. 

In politics he was a Jacksonian Democrat, going back and 
basing his position on the writings of Jefferson and James 
Madison, of which he had a thorough knowledge. He 
refused utterly to brook the theories and speeches of Clay 
and Webster. His favorite New Hampshire statesmen 
were Isaac Hill and Gov. Benjamin Pierce, father of Presi- 
dent Franklin Pierce. When the former was governor of 
New Hampshire, he appointed Mr. Dickey a justice of the 
peace, which office he held as long as he lived. 

He was exceedingly active during the exciting presiden- 
tial campaign of Polk and Clay in 1844, "talking politics" 
in all public places. His stronghold was his accurate mem- 
ory, and his array of facts, figures and dates was utterly 
crushing to an opponent who happened to falsify, for 
"'Squire Dickey" knew it all by heart. But, perhaps, the 
time when his extensive reading and good memory served 
him best was during the agitation of the repeal of the Mis- 
souri compromise in 1850. On this question he sided with 
Thomas H. Benton, who, in his opinion, was, next to Jack- 
son, the truest type of a Democratic politician. Next came 
the inaugural address of President Pierce, which was a 
bitter pill, decidedly disapproved. But when Stephen A. 
Douglas introduced his Kansas-Nebraska bill the next year, 
he took his stand on that and was thenceforth a Douglas 
Democrat. 

He was a large, strong man, physically as well as men- 
tally, weighing 260 pounds, and nearly six feet in height. 
His head was massive and covered with a heavy coat of 
sandy hair, and when he shook hands with anyone he gave 
unconsciously a tremendous grip, which, on sensitive hands, 
produced a feeling of bitter pain. Besides being broad in his 
views, he aimed at the very best in all his business arrange- 
ments. His saw-mill was the largest, his lumber the finest. 
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his stone walls the highest, his oxen and horses the strong- 
est and fattest, his house and barn the most convenient, 
and his farm the most productive. He was fond of attend- 
ing courts and often sat on juries, and became personally- 
acquainted with all the prominent men who presided in the 
halls of justice. He seldom missed the inauguration of a 
Democratic governor at Concord, and when President Jack- 
son visited that place about 1832, he was there and had the 
pleasure of taking the veteran chief by the hand. 

He was passionately fond of justice and right ; he hated 
a liar, a sluggard and an imbecile. He favored enterprise, 
improvement and progress, and was an early subscriber to 
bank and railroad stocks, and contributed largely toward 
the construction of fine public buildings. He deeply re- 
gretted his lack of an early education, and resolved to give 
his children the very best that could be afforded, which he 
did. 

He was originally buried with his mother and his wife 
and her sister on a small knoll on the farm where he had 
always lived, near one of the purest mountain streams in 
New England. Nearly twenty years afterwards their bodies 
were exhumed and reburied by his daughter, Mrs. Gilchrist 
of CarroUton, 111., and his grandson. Judge C. K. Gilchrist 
of Salt Lake City, Utah, in the cemetery in the centre of New 
Boston, beside the graves of their ancestors. 

John Gordon, father of Jane (Gordon) Dickey and Elias 
Dickey", father of Elias', served in the Revolutionary war ; 
first, in 1776 in Capt. Samuel McConnell's company (whose 
sister Elisabeth married Elias Dickey'), Col. David Gilman's 
regiment in the Continental Army at New York ; and sec- 
ond, both served in the same war in 1777 (were at the battle 
of Bennington, Aug. 16, 1777) in Capt. Stephen Dearborn's 
company.

She died Dec. 8, 1890, at South Canon, Col. The 
remains of both repose side by side at CarroUton, 111. " She 
was one of the grand women of the last generation — grand 
in her strength of mind and body, in her quiet dignity, in 
her devotion to duty, and in the influence she exerted in di- 
recting the steps and shaping the characters of her children. 
The world was better for her living in it." 

Digest of the History of the Gilchrists. 

The Gilchrists were one of the clans of Scotland, and were neighbors 
of the Douglasses and Campbells — say 300 years ago. Some of them 
emigrated to the north of Ireland and settled in and about London- 
derry and Antrim. There are some of them yet living in Aberdeen and 
Ayr (Ayrshire), Scotland. 

Two brothers — Robert and William — emigrated from Londonderry, 
Ireland, in 1725, and came that year and settled in that part of Lon- 
donderry, N. H., now called Chester. Robert Gilchrist had three 
sons: I, John, b. 1731, d. 1746; II, Alexander, b. Oct. 28, 1733; 
III, William (Uncle Billey), b. Jan. 8, 1736, never married, d. 18 15. 

Alexander Gilchrist married Martha Shirley, daughter of John 
Shirley, and settled in Goffstown, N. H., on ''Shirley Hill,*' along with 
the Shirleys, in 1760, near Bedford line. He attended school but two 
days, but somehow acquired such an education that he surveyed land 



Note. — Mr. Benjamin Chase, in his very complete and interesting history of 
Chester, N. H., which was once a part of Londonderry, N. H., on pages 531-533 
gives a very clear digest of the early history of the descendants of the Gilchrist family 
who settled in Londonderry, but his heirs have among his papers the manuscript 
history of the Gilchrists furnished him by David Gilchrist the 2nd of Franklin, N. H. 
Both Mr. Chase and David Gilchrist are now dead. Mr. Chase's records will be 
found at Auburn, N. H.; those of David Gilchrist at Franklin, N. H., where his son, 
Frank, now lives. Probably these records contain the only complete history of the 
Gilchrists, originally of Londonderry, that has y€t been written.

After the last named Alexander married, he lived a while on Shirley 
Hill, on what was known as the Beard place, and then moved to Dun- 
barton, N. H., where he died, as above stated. He was buried at East 
Weare, N. H., about two miles from the Dunbarton homestead. Chil- 
dren : I, James; 2, Jane, m. Ira Lowe; 3, Martha, m. Luke Baker; 
4, Mary; 5, Jonathan. Jane and Jonathan (latter never married) 
died and were buried at Bradford, Vt. Mary died at the Dunbarton 
homestead, and was buried at East Weare, N. H. ; also Martha. Mary 
unmarried. 

This brings us to James Gilchrist, the son of Alexander the III, who 
married Ann Brown Dickey, the father and mother of the Gilchrist 
children, as before stated. 

The Gilchrists, the Moores, the Shirleys, the Kennedys, who all lived 
in and about Goffstown, intermarried. They were Scotch- Irish, and in 
early days did not mix the blood, and were as Presbyterian as Mc- 
Gregor himself. There are still very many of the Gilchrists who still 
live in the counties of Londonderry and Antrim, Ireland. The Gil- 
christs, who were contemporary with James, ran largely to law and 
medicine — several of both classes. There are quite a number of law- 
yers of the present generation, but no doctors among them. 

In physique the Gilchrists of Shirley Hill were all tall — most of them 
over six feet — and slender, had high arching foreheads, fair complexion 
and fine black or wavy brown hair ; as they passed the meridian of life 
they became much leaner than in youth and middle age, and further 
on stooping. With one exception they were all good English scholars. 
Many of them taught school, both men and young ladies. They were 
all diligent readers of current news, including politics, and history, both 
ancient and modern, and wrote fine articles for the newspapers. In 
early days most of them were Democrats, and rarely missed political 
meetings, and were punctual at the annual and presidential elections. 
They did not all of them hold on to their Democracy long after the 
compromise measures of 1850 on the slavery question began to be dis- 
cussed at family firesides. None of them were ever known to have a 
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quarrel with any neighbor, or even otherwise ; none were ever sued in 
court, nor did any one of them ever sue another fellow-man ; none had 
a dispute about a farm line or road, or drove a stray animal to the 
town stray pound. I never heard of one of them working on Sunday, 
and it went terribly against their patriotic grain to work on the 4ths of 
July in haying time. They always attended "Goffstown muster," 
which was as noted in New Hampshire as Donnybrook Fair or the 
Derby races. They attended church, especially when noted preachers 
occupied the pulpit. They were too widely read to pay much atten- 
tion to " poor preaching," as the Yankees called it. Most of them read 
the Bible diligently, and they understood the technique of its teachings. 
This was especially so of Daniel the /, son of Alexander the IL We 
all called him " Uncle David." He was a most kindly gentleman. He 
never heard of great sickness or death in the neighborhood but what 
he shaved himself, changed his clothes, and went directly to the sick- 
bed and did his best to restore health, or to assuage grief when death 
occurred. I never knew a Gilchrist to be closed out under a mortgage 
sale. 

Most of them in the earlier generations were farmers, although John 
the /, the second son of Alexander the H, surveyed lands and "ran 
lines," as the farmers called it, as his father did before him. All of 
them took a special delight in the " Goffstown Light Infantry," which 
was the oldest uniform military company in that part of New Hamp- 
shire, and was the pet of old Gen. John Stark of Bennington fame. 
Shirley Hill furnished several captains of the company. Capt. Joseph 
McDoel was one. Capt. "Sam" was the second commander of " Dow's 
Troop" Cavalry of Dunbarton and Goffstown. This troop always held 
the right (and hence escort) of the 9th Regiment, N. H. Militia, at 
Goffstown muster. In the first part of this century it was the pride of 
central New Hampshire, and distinguished men belonged to it — much 
like the "Amoskeag Veterans" of Manchester nowadays, and the 
" Ancient and Honorable Artillery " of Massachusetts. It was as com- 
mander of Dow's Troop that Capt. "Sam" got his sobriquet, for he 
was a gay and dashing cavalier.

At first, two months in a year were all 
that could be afforded, but later, on account of removal, 
slightly better privileges were allowed, and in his 19th year 
he had become thoroughly acquainted with the theory 
of anatomy and surgery. He finally engaged in the prac- 
tice of medicine, but relinquished it to enter the ministry, 
and in 1838 was ordained at Lempster, N. H. His first 
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settlement was at Dunbarton, N. H., where he preached 
four years, part of the time in Hookset, and during the time 
organized a strong church in Concord, N. H. He accepted 
a call from the Universalist Church in his native town 
(Washington), and each of the thirteen years of his labor 
there was a member of the School Board. He removed to 
Reading Mass., in 1856, and subsequently to Lynn, Ames- 
bury, Dunstable and T5nigsboro, laboring in each of the 
places, and afterwards returned to Lynn, and settled over 
the First Universalist Parish. Although past the 80th 
milestone he has a clear head, courteous manners and a 
kind heart.

His common school education terminated when he was 
1 6 years old, but he continued his studies the same year at 
the New Boston Academy. In 185 1 and '52 he attended 
the New London (N. H.) Academy, then under the charge 
of Joseph B. Clark, afterwards a lawyer of some note in 
Manchester, N. H., and with whom young Gilchrist began 
the study of law two or three years later. In the meantime 
he replenished his funds for expenses by teaching district 
schools in the winter season. 

In November, 1856, he emigrated to CarroUton, 111., where 
he taught school, and, as opportunity offered, pursued his 
law studies in the office of Hon. Charles D. Hodges, then a 
member of Congress from that district, and was admitted 
to the bar of the Supreme Court of the state Aug. 5, i860. 
In his boyhood and later school days he was especially fond 
of oratory, most of what he spoke -being original. History, 
both ancient and modem, were studied with the closest at- 
tention, and continuously until he caught up with current 
events. He took a prominent part in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1856 and of i860, the latter year his efforts being 
more especially expended in his own Congressional district, 
where he made 100 speeches, directed chiefly against the 
Kansas-Nebraska theories of James Buchanan. 

Feb. 9, 1 86 1, he married Charlotte Emily Jones at Car- 
roUton, 111., who was born in Reading, Mass., May 25, 1836. 
On the 3d of May, 1861, they removed from CarroUton, 
Greene county. 111., to Topeka, the capital of Kansas, where 
he entered at once upon the practice of law. During that 
year he was appointed assistant U. S. attorney by Hon. 
Robert Crozier, then U. S. attorney for the district of Kan- 
sas. The next year he was elected assistant secretary of 
the state Senate, and in June following secretary of the 
Court of Impeachment, then being held at Topeka for the 
14 
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purpose of trying three of the most prominent officers of the 
state on charges preferred against them by the House of 
Representatives. In November, 1863, he was elected to 
the office of district attorney of the third Judicial District, 
and a year later was called to fill the office of district judge, 
holding the office four years. Although he was the young- 
est of the five district judges in that state, it is said his 
decisions were more uniformly sustained by the Appellate 
Court than those of any other of his colleagues on the 
bench. At the close of his term of office he resumed the 
practice of law, but in 1870, learning of the mining excite- 
ment in Utah, he removed to Salt Lake City, where he 
opened an office and has practiced law ever since, having 
been engaged in very many of the most important law suits 
in that territory. In the early part of the year 1872, he was 
employed as chief attorney for the most important mercan- 
tile and mining firm in Utah, which position he continues 
to hold. His business in this respect extends over the 
whole northwest. He was admitted to the bar of the U. S. 
Supreme Court in 1874, and it is said of Judge Gilchrist 
that he never was beaten in any of his most important law 
suits or legal contests. He figures most conspicuously as a 
real estate and mining lawyer. He has ever taken a lead- 
ing part in the suppression of the Mormon hierarchy and 
the great vice connected with it— polygamy. From first to 
last he has fought in the front rank of the Gentiles for the 
total eradication of the whole gigantic evil. 

Judge Gilchrist is a vigorous writer as well as an elo- 
quent speaker. He has contributed largely to the leading 
law journals of America. His criticisms on law-book publi- 
cations have always been well received by the profes- 
sion, and highly appreciated by law writers. His political 
essays, which have gained a wide celebrity, have all been 
marked by clearness and vigor, and often with bitterness 
and sarcasm, especially on the Union side of war ques- 
tions.

SECOND GENERATION. 

1420. Elisabeth' (i) Dickey {William') married, Jan. 4, 
1 74 1, John Hall, who had recently come from the north of 
Ireland with his parents, Thomas and Mercy Hall. It is 
traditional that in coming to this country Elisabeth and 
John were youths on board of the same vessel. Although 
the parents of each were also on board, they do not seem to 
have prevented the love-making then and there carried on ; 
perhaps they had no desire to. The event proved that 
what was at first, perhaps, but a youthful flirtation was of 
no slight consequence. It became a substantial courtship, 
and ripened into a marriage consummated some time after 
the voyage was over. The long voyages of that day across 
the Atlantic would give ample time and opportunity for 
affairs of that kind, which makes the story not at all im- 
probable. 

After their marriage they lived several years in London- 
derry in a house with Col. Samuel Barr, during which time 
several of their children were born, and during the same 
time children were bom in the family of Col. Barr. One 
result of the early intimacy of the children of these two 
families was, as we shall see, the future marriage of Daniel 
Hall and Jean Barr. They subsequently removed to a 
locality known as Derry field, now Manchester Centre, N. H., 
about eight miles from their former residence, where he pre- 
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empted or took possession of a considerable tract of land. 
Mrs. Hall being a woman of strong physical development, 
and possessing a keen business tact, they opened an inn or 
** tavern" for the accommodation of travelers, and continued 
to keep a public house during the life of Mr. Hall. With 
some changes the premises were used and occupied for 
hotel purposes more than a hundred years. 

He was a man of great activity in public affairs, and was 
the chosen leader in securing a charter for the town, for 
which he was paid, in consideration of time and expenses, 
** ;C25 1 old tenor." The name of the town was changed to 
Manchester in 1810. The first meeting to organize the 
town of Derryfield was holden at his house, and, according 
to legal notice, the voters met at the " barn of John Hall " 
Dec. 23, 1754, and held a town meeting, and again in 1758. 
He was the first town clerk under the charter, and filled the 
office fifteen consecutive years, and was also moderator and 
one of the Selectmen. He seems to have been greatly 
esteemed and honored by his fellow citizens. 

They became the parents of ten children, whose names 
and date of birth are duly inscribed on the records of the 
town by the hand of their father, as a part of his official 
service.

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bom Nov. 6, 1742, and married, Sept. 27, 1759, James Rid- 
dell,* who was bom in Derryfield in 1733. He was a son 
of John Riddell, who came from Scotland in 1730 and set- 
tled in the above named locality. 

James and his wife continued to reside there, but shortly 
after their seventh and last child was born, the mother, 
Janet, sickened and died. He had been a private in the 
**old French war," and, after finding homes for his children, 
he enlisted in the Revolutionary army, and served in 
Rogers' Rangers under Geji. Sullivan. They were sent 
against the Six Nations, a notoriously warlike tribe of 
Indians. He was a large, powerful man, and doubtless did 
valiant service as a warrior. After his return from the 
service he purchased a tract of land in Springfield, N. H., 
and removed there from Derryfield about 1781, taking with 
him on the same horse with himself his youngest boy, 
James, then about 10 years old. 

Being destitute of a housekeeper, and not having learned 
the art of making a light and palatable loaf, he carried his 
meal once a week, on horseback, guided by " blazed " trees, 
through the dense forest, a distance of three miles, to the 
nearest neighbor's, and returned with a week's supply of 
steaming bread from his neighbor's oven, fit for the king to 
eat. On one of his return trips from his native town he 
pulled a sprout from one of the brook willows of that region 
to hasten the jog of his horse, and, after riding three-score 
miles, stick in hand, to his forest home, he set it in a moist 
spot of earth near by, and future generations had the satis- 
faction of sitting in the shade of a majestic tree, with a 
trunk five feet in diameter, resulting from the growth of 



♦For facts in the history of Janet Hall and her descendants I am largely indebted 
to Ridlen's "History of the Riddell or Riddle Family,'* but much original informa- 
tion is added. 

The orthography of the name appears to have been various — originally Riddell ^ 
one generation Riddall^ but at present almost universally Riddle^ which is the name 
used after the fourth generation.

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this tiny rod. After about lOO years from planting, in 
1889, the tree was demolished by some ruthless axeman.

James Madison' (1558) Robertson {Andrew Rob- 
ertson', Mary HalP, Elisabeth Dickey", William^) was born in 
Boscawen, N. H., May 28, 18 17. In early life he was in- 
clined to a military career. When residing in Manchester, 
N. H., and but 21 years of age (Dec. 8, 1838), he enlisted as 
a private in the 2d U. S. Artillery. In 1842 he was com- 
missioned 2d lieutenant, and in ten years promoted to a 
lieutenant's position. He took a prominent part in the Mex- 
ican war, and was engaged in its most hotly contested bat. 
ties. He was often commended for gallantry and efficiency 
in the service. When Gen. (then Captain) Phil. Kearney

had his arm shot away, Lieut. Robertson was fighting by 
his side. In the battle of Chapultepec he was especially 
noticed by Gen. Worth and placed temporarily on his staff 
as aid. He was at one time engaged with Lieut, (after- 
wards President) Grant, and assisted him in driving the 
Mexicans from their guns near Garita, Mexico. From the 
close of the Mexican war to the breaking out of the Rebel- 
lion, he served in Florida during trouble with the Indians or 
on the western plains. He was in Washington with his 
battery at the time of President Lincoln's inauguration, and 
May 14, 1 86 1, was appointed captain in the 2d Artillery. 
The same year he was at the bombardment of Fort Pickens. 
In 1862 he was brevetted major for meritorious services at 
Gaines' Mills, Va., and colonel in 1864, and brigadier 
general in 1865. This last commission was presented 
during the grand review of the armies in the city of Wash- 
ington. 

He was an active participant in nearly all the important 
battles of the Rebellion that took place in Virginia and 
Maryland. At Gettysburg, Pa., he commanded a horse 
artillery brigade of six batteries, and the whole artillery 
reserve of the Army of the Potomac. He was very strongly 
recommended for promotion by Gen. Meade. At the close 
of the Rebellion, in 1865, he was ordered with his regiment 
to California, and placed in command of Alcatraz island. 

He was an accomplished soldier and brave fighter wher- 
ever duty called him, and through a large part of the War 
of the Rebellion held a command above his rank and pay. 
In 1879 1^® was at his own request placed on the retired list, 
and made his future home in Plattsburg, N. Y., where he had 
married, Nov. i , 1 860, Frances O. Fouquet, a grand-daughter 
of a French gentleman who had been an early settler of the 
place. She was bom April 11, 1838. At the dedication of 
the National Cemetery at Gettysburg, where he was ordered 
to report, she rode by the side of her husband mounted on 
a proud and spirited horse. 
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He devoted himself, in his later years, to farming and 
gardening, of which he was passionately fond, priding him- 
self on the very best degree of cultivation, and in raising 
the largest possible crops. Wherever stationed in the reg- 
ular army he aimed to have a good garden for the comfort 
and health of the soldiers. He took great delight in horse- 
manship, in which he was an expert. It was rare that any 
transaction of importance in his military experience escaped 
his memory. Feeling much disturbed by the many mis- 
statements of some authors regarding the conduct of the 
Mexican war, he wrote a somewhat extended history of that 
contest himself, but failed to have it published. He was 
not only a veteran of two wars, but a genial companion, and 
greatly respected as a good citizen. He died Jan. 24, 1891. 
His funeral was attended by an escort from the Plattsburg 
Military Post. She resides in Plattsburg.
